It was at Pentecost that those three marvellous unions were perfected, 
the head, Jesus Christ, with the members; the members with one another: and 
the Sptrit of God, who dwells in the head and members substantially, in form- 
ing both into one great mystical body. This is the reason that the reunion of 
the Holy Spirit with the Church is not temporary, but eternal and unbroken. 
Before the Incarnation, the Holy Ghost operated in the souls of men by His 
graces; after the Incarnation, He has operated in the souls of mén by His 
substantial presence. “Know you not,” says St. Paul, “that you are the tem- 
ple of God, and that the Spirit of God dwelleth in you?” (I Cor. 2, 16). Be- 
fore the Incarnation, He illuminated, sanctified, perfected the elect one by 
one; but His presence with individual souls depended upon their co-operation 
with His graces, and their fidelity to His inspirations. Such is «till the case 
with individual souls in the Church. The Holy Spirit may be banished from 
the soul by assent to morta! sin. His presence in individual souls is, there- 
'fore, conditional. But the union of the Holy Ghost with the Clturth does not 
|depend upon the will of individuals, but on the divine decrees, that have de 
|termined that that union shall be unconditional and perpetual. For from 
what does the union of the Holy Ghost with the Church arise? From the 
union of the Holy Ghost with the head, which is Jesus Christ, and from His 
junion With the mystical body, which is not an individual, and is, thereforé, 
not dependent upon individual caprive. And, therefore, individuals may dis- 
solve their union with the Spirit of God, and whole countries may fall away 
from the faith, but the Spirit of God is always united with the body, and as 
that body is imperisuable, it follows that the union of the Holy Ghost with 
that body is eternal. Hence St. Irenaeus writes: “Where the Church is. there 
is the Spirit of God; where the Spirit of God is, there is the Church and all 
grace. But the Spirit ie truth, therefore they who do not partake of the 
Spirit, and are not nurtured into life at the breast of the Church, do not re- 
ceive of that most pure fountain, which proceeds from the body of Christ, but 
dig out for themselves broken pools from the trenches of the earth, and drink 
water stained with mire, because they turn away from the faith of the Church 
lest they should be convinced, and reject the Spirit lest they should be 
taught.” And St. Augustine remarks that it is not by accident, that in the 
Aposties’ Creed our belief in the Holy Catholic Church is subjoined fmmedi- 
ately to belief in the Holy Ghost.

Have you any information 
concerning one, Frank O'Hara, 
just now active in the state of 
‘Kentueky who claims to have 
once been a Catholic priest?

‘by the power of the Holy Ghost that the Blessed Virgin Mary conceived 
miraculously and gave birth to her Divine Son, JESUS Christ; He promised 
i that the Holy Ghost should dwell! in the Catholic Chureh, which He founded, 
to preservé it from error and to distribute the grace of God. He inspired 
the writers of both the Old and New Testanients so that what they wrote in 
the Bible is indeed the Word ef God. He gives to us certain gifts and graces, 
‘and we receive Him especially in the Sacrament of Confirmation. Because 
He is God we mist worship Him, pray to Him, and revere our bodies which 
are, at Holy Scripture tells us, His temples. 

The well instructed Catholic might tell the inquirer much more of the 
epe-long teaching of the Church regarding the Holy Ghost. The point which 
emerges here is simply this: how many well-instructed ‘non-Catholics could, 
sey as much about their persona! belief regarding the Holy Ghost, or the 
official doctrines of their denomination with regard to Him? Of course, 
reference is not now being made to those Protestant denominations which 
have rejected the doctrine of the Trinity, and so naturally have no belief) 
at all on the subject under discussion. The present writer has less hesitation 
in presenting this lamentable ignorance of non-Catholics on so important a 
point of Christian Doctrine, because he has so often heard Ministers deplote 
this very igfhorance, vagueness, and neglect among their own congregations, 
admitting that they were like the early Chriftians of Corinth, who when 
St. Paul asked them “have you received the Holy Ghost since you believed”, 
were constrained to reply, “We have not so much as heard whether there 
be a Holy Ghost.” (Acts 19:2). Yet it is plainly the result of the process 
mentioned at the beginning of this article, the gradua!l neglect of essential | 
ductrines for the sake of stressing some peculiar tenet of a particular de- 
nomination. And strangely enough, in the process of time, 
instance, this forgetfulness of other teachings has resulted in the weakening 
and forgetting of the very doctrine which was stressed iat the beginning.
